Louisiana. 

“My time in prison was hard’’ 
he’s not laughing now , "but music 
made it better now.” He played 
for the inmates and recorded on 
all-Spanish album on a cassette 
recorder. 

The first thing he did upon his 
release on July 23, 1963 was to 
board a bus and head for New 
Orleans where he spent the next 
five years paying his music dues. 

By 1969 e’d returned to the 
San Benito Valley where he grew 
up. “I was beginning to feel that 
maybe I was too old and should 
go ahead and hany up my 'gloves ’. 

16 So I went to work as a mechanic 


and played music on weekends , 
getting $28 a night picking.” He 
received the G.E.D. high school 
diploma he’d neglected when he 
went to work as a migrant farm 
worker wit hhis family, and went 
to college for two years with the 
intention of helping ex-cons when 
he got his sociology degree. 

An introduction to a Houston 
producer, Huey Meaux, in 1974 
would change the fortner of 
Baldemar Huerta to Freddy Fen¬ 
der proportions. 

Out of these recording sessions 
came the giant, “Before The Next 
Teardrops Falls.” He signed with 
ABC/Dot Records in early 1975, 
and since then has become a 
household word. He’s appeared on 
national television shows like 
Johnny Carson’s “Tonight,” Merv 
Griffin, Dick Clarke and hopes to 
move into motion pictures. 

With all his success, Freddy 
still has his roots in the “Valley” 
and lives in Corpus Christi. He 
still drives his old Chevy and his 
Harley Davidson motorcycle when 
he goes home between his fre¬ 
quent road trips. He travels to 
many of the places he used to 
work as a migrant farm worker, 
only the view is from airplanes, 
hotel windows and concert stages 
rather than from the back of a 
pick-up truck. 








“Pm still from the Valley” he 
says. “But I’ve got all different 
kinds of people in my audience 
now. People who like country and 
people who like pop — Gringos 
and Chícanos.” 

A rose is a rose by any name 
and Freddy Fender (or Baldemar 


Huerta) knows it. “/ always said 
the Old Man upstairs was shoot¬ 
ing cr a ps for me” he j okes. 
“Well, He finally rolled us some 
sevens.”

“STAR WARS ” is a magni¬ 
ficent film. George Lucas set out 
to make the biggest possible ad¬ 
venture fantasy out of his me¬ 
mories of serials and older action 
epics, and he has succeeded bril¬ 
liantly. Lucas and producer Gary 
Kurtz assembled an enormous 
technical crew, drawn from the 
entire Hollywood production pool 
of talent, and the results equal the 
genius of Walt Disney, Willis 
O’Brien and other famous practi¬ 
tioners of what Irwin Allen calls 
“movie magic.” 

The story is an engaging space 
adventure which takes itself seri¬ 
ously while occasionally admitting 
an affectionate poke at the genre. 
The most immediate frame of re- 









ference is a Flash Gordon film. 
But it’s more than that; it’s an 
Errol Flynn escapist adventure, 
and befitting that, composer John 
Williams supplies the rousing 
score worthy of Korngold and 
Steiner. 

Like a breath of fresh air, 
“STAR WALKS” sweeps away 
the cynicism that has in recent 
years obscured the concepts of 
valor, dedication and honor. Make 
no mistake—this is by no means 
a “children’s film,” with all the 
derogatory overtones that go with 
that description. This is instead a 
superior example of what only the 
screen can achieve, and closer to 
home, it is another affirmation of 
what only Hollywood can put on 
the screen. 

In casting his principals, Lucas 
chose three not-so-familiar faces, 
all young, talented and designed 
to make the story one of people, 
not the garnish gadgetry. The 
super balance of technology and 
human drama is one of the many 
achievements; one identifies with 
the characters and accepts, as do 
they, the intriguing intergalactic 
world in which they live. 

Carrie Fisher (Eddie’s daugh¬ 
ter) is far-out as the regal, but 
spunky princess on the rebel 
planet who has been kidnapped 
by Peter Cushing, the would-be 
ruler of the universe. Mark Hamil 
is outstanding as a farm boy who 
sets out to rescue Fisher in league 
with Alec Guinness, last survivor 
of a band of noble knights. Harri¬ 
son Ford, previously in Lucas’ 
“AMERICAN GRAFFITI,” is 
superb as the likeable mercenary 
pilot who joins our friends with 
his pal, Peter Mayhew, a quasi¬ 
monkey creature with blue eyes 
whom Fisher calls “a walking 
rug.” 


Both Guinness and Cushing 
bring the right measure of majesty 
to their opposite characters. One 
of Cushings chief aids is David 
Prowse, destined to a fatal duel 
to the death. Prowses face is never 
seen, concealed as it is behind 
frightening black armour. James 
Earl Jones provides the note of 
sonorous menace as Prowse’s 
Anthony Daniels and Kenny 
Bakers play a Mutt-and-Jeff team 
of kooky robots. 

The heroes and the heavies 
joust through an exciting series of 
confrontations complete with laser 
guns and other futuristic equip¬ 
ment, building suspense towards 
the climactic destruction of Cush¬ 
ing’s war mongering planet. Sev¬ 
eral chase and escape sequences 
really make to shout and clap your 
?!&ffl$?!ee off!

Los Castigos en las Escuelas 

LA CONSTITUCION NO DEBE 
ESTABLECER LOS CASTIGOS 
CORPORALES DE LOS 
ALUMNOS. 



Por medio de los diarios nos 
enteramos que los castigos cor¬ 
porales en las escuelas son con¬ 
stitucionales; esta es una de las 
situaciones en que la constitución 
es demasiado severa y esa severi¬ 
dad no remedia el mal comporta¬ 
miento de el alumno, por el con¬ 
trario, puede ser contraproducente. 

Durante mi vida he sido alum¬ 
no, he sido padre y he sido in¬ 
structor. Conozco por experiencia 
los tres casos; como alumno, al¬ 
guna vez sufri el castigo corporal 
al ser galpeado por el maestro con 
una regla o paleta de madera; 
como padre; alguna vez mis hijos 
se quejaron de haber sido dis¬ 
ciplinados por el maestro, gol¬ 
peándolos con la regla, con la 
mano abierta y otras veces con 
coscorrones; como maestro, siem¬ 
pre evité golpear a los alumnos, 
por que siempre he sido enemigo 
de la violencia. 


Cuando fui alumno y se me 
aplicó el castigo a reglazos en las 
manos, lo único que recuerdo es 
el rencor que me quedó hacia el 
maestro y mi odio y temor a la 
escuela. 

Cuando mis hijos se quejaron 
de haber sido castigados corporal¬ 
mente, protesté ante el director de 
la escuela, haciéndole saber que 
había otros medios de castigar a 
los alumnos, sin llegar al exeso de 
maltratarlos golpéandolos. 

Cuando tuve grupos de alumnos 
a mi cargo, nunca usé la violencia 
para disciplinarlos, a pesar de que 
hay niños o niñas que en realidad 
merecen unas buenas nalgadas. 
Yo nunca me atreví a tocarlos y 
lo que hacía era hablar con los 
padres o tutores, darles la queja 
y decirles que ellos los corrigieran 
en la forma que juzgaran con¬ 
veniente. 

En algunas ocasiones tuve que 
castigar a alumnos desordenados 
o flojos, el castigo que imponía 
era ponerlos de pié en un rincón 
del salón de clases o darles una 
tarea que tenían que hacer du¬ 
rante el recreo o después de las 
horas de clases en su casa; si no 
cumpian, daba yo la queja a sus 
padres y nos pomíamos de acuerdo 
para que los padres vigilaran que 
hicieran la tarea en su casa, antes 
de dejarlos salir a jugar o ver 
televisión. 

Casi siempre dieron resultado 
estos castigos y sólo en muy con¬ 
tadas ocasiones encontré alumnos 
verdaderamente rebeldes o padres 
despreocupados, aun explicándoles 
que lo único que bascaba yo era 
enseñar a su hijo; algunos de los 
padres lograron que sus hijos 












fueran buenos alumnos poniendo 
ínteres en sus estudios, otros lle¬ 
garon a sacar a sus hijos de la 
escuela en la seguridad de que su 
hijo no tenia cabeza para el estu¬ 
dio. 

En realidad, no puedo dejar de 
reconocer las diferentes capaci¬ 
dades mentales de los estudiantes, 
por otra parte tengo que exponer 
que tuve alumnos de cabeza dura, 
pero con mucho interes para 
aprender y puedo asegurar que un 
noventa por ciento entre ellos, 
lograron sobreponerse a su pereza 
mental, y si no sobresalieron en 
los exámenes, hacían fila en el 
grupo de los aprobados. 

Creo que es una aberración 
tratar de hacer obedecer a un 
alumno a golpes; él va a la escue¬ 
la a aprender y lo menos que se 
debe hacer es usar la violencia; el 
estudiante aprenderá entonces que 
si no logra algo en forma pacífica, 
lo logrará con la violencia. El 
castigo corporal es de salvajes, por 
que no tienen otro medio de en¬ 
contrar soluciones a sus proble¬ 
mas. 

Siempre he creído que los pre¬ 
sidios son los lugares a donde han 
ido a parar la mayor parte de los 


alumnos que fueron castigados a 
golpes, ellos crearon en su mente 
odio y rencor a la sociedad o sis¬ 
tema en que viven, haciendo de la 
violencia su bandera. 

El consentimiento de maltratar 
a los alumnos corporalmente, con¬ 
stitucional o anticonstitucional, es 
un retrazo de siglos de civiliza¬ 
ción; es una ironía llamarnos 
civilizados, cuando no hemos 
aprendido a solucionar nuestros 
nroblemas mas que por la vio¬ 
lencia representada en castigos 
corporales. 

Cómo puede haber sociedades 
protectoras de animales, que pro¬ 
híben el mal trato a los animales 
y no hay sociedades protectoras 
que protejan a los alumnos del 
mal trato, poniéndolos en un plan 
inferior a las bestias? 


“Te he platicado de mis nietos?” 
“no, gracias ” 


“I don't want to scare you,” the 
7-year-old informed his teacher, “but 
my daddy says if I don't get better 
grades somebody's going to get 
spanked.”
